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Professional Ethics

Some twelve years ago I attended a 
testimonial dinner, given in honor of a 
member of my component society. This 
doctor had completed fifty years of dental 
practice. His reputation for neatness, 
cleanliness, efficiency, punctuality, hon- 
esty, sincerity, and devotion to his pro- 
fession extended beyond the confines of 
his local community. My location was only 
about forty miles from his and I would 
occasionally see patients who had visited 
his office. Their expressed opinion of him 
was a genuine personal and professional 
compliment. 

At this dinner I was both pleased and 
surprised to hear the principal speaker 
give nearly as much praise to the doctor's 
assistant as he gave to the doctor himself. 
She had been his loyal D.A. for more than 
30 years. It was then and there that | 
learned of the importance of teamwork 
in the dental office. Not once did the 
speaker refer to the lady as auxiliary help. 
She was a co-worker. She did not work 
for the doctor, but she and the doctor 
were working for the dental health of the 
public. And the public appreciated their 
services. They appreciated it for its true 
value. They were not “shoppers” and look- 
ing for bargains, because fees were in line 
with good dentistry. Yet, they were not 
such that services could be had only by 
a wealthy few. The services not only in- 
cluded good dentistry but they included 
those many little but important details 
which made for the patients’ comfort and 
other considerations. Upon arrival they 
were greeted by the assistant calling their 
names, and confidence was inspired by a 
smile. They were treated as guests, and 
made to feel at ease in a clean and neat 
reception room. Even sedatives for ner- 
vous patients were sometimes given, 
proper attention given children, delays if 
any were explained, and magazines or 
other reading materials of recent date 
were suggested to pass the time. 

The operating room was cleanliness it- 
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self. Soap and water and a little elbow 
grease were their cheapest supplies and 
they were freely used. Operating pro- 
cedures were conducted with clock work 
precision. Beside the doctor on the cabinet 
was a small sheet of paper with the name 
and time of each appointment—time al- 
lotted for same—and a brief but suffi- 
ciently informative note as to just what 
was to be done. On the cabinet and out 
of sight of patient was another sheet of 
paper on which the assistant would jot 
down information to the doctor as to the 
arrival of appointments, names of un- 
scheduled patients, phone information 
and other “goings on” in the office. This 
was all done without the knowledge of 
the patient in the chair. A gentle pull on 
the operator's gown was his signal to 
notice the information sheet. Suggestions 
to do this or that were rarely ever spoken. 
The doctor and the assistant seemed to 
understand just what the other was about 
to do. In fact the D.A. was usually a jump 
or two ahead of the doctor. If he were 
preparing a certain cavity for a certain 
type of filling, she would know by ob- 
serving, what materials to have ready, 
what matrix band, and for what surface 
of what tooth. These would be ready when 
needed and suggestions concerning them 
were not necessary. This surely required 
the keenest observation and assisting, but 
it made not only for efficiency, but it 
certainly made a hit with the patients. 
And when the patients departed they were 
made to feel that it had been a pleasure 
and a privilege to have rendered them a 
professional service. 

Not only were the patients apprecia- 
tive of such services, but I know the doc- 
tor was most grateful for such splendid 
cooperation. To be relieved of the many 
details so necessary to the efficient opera- 
tion of any dental office, by a good man- 
ager, is an answer to the prayer of any 
D.D.S. In the final analysis, the dental 
assistant is the business manager of the 
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dental office. The good business manager 
arranges appointments with the utmost 
of ease and efficiency, uses neatly printed 
appointment cards, remains poised and 
calm in case of a possible mix up, is tact- 
ful with patients who make unreasonable 
requests, maintains a call list of patients 
who can be contacted in case of broken 
appointments, and does all these and more 
too without even disturbing the doctor. 
She is thoughtful of him and this leaves 
more time for the many things that he 
and only he can do. 

I am sure the poet must have had the 
fullest understanding and realized the ut- 
most necessity for such teamwork when 
he wrote: 


“We all have a share in the beauty, 
We all have a part in the plan, 

So what does it matter what duty 
Falls to the lot of man. 


Someone has blended the plaster, 
Someone has carried the stone, 
But never the man nor the Master 
Has builded a thing alone. 


Perhaps a roof from the weather 
Or even a palace for a king, 
But always working together 


Have men ever accomplished a thing.” 


But why am I using so many words tell- 
ing you about a beloved doctor, since de- 
parted, and his D.A. The subject assigned 
to me was “Professional Ethics for the 
Dental Assistant.” Well, what I have been 
talking about és professional ethics. Ethics 
is an old subject, I suppose as old as man 
himself. Perhaps we have called it some- 
thing else, but our correct dealings with 
our fellow men has always had to do with 
ethics. I have found many definitions for 
the word Ethics and I believe the best 
to be “common sense applied to good 
morals.” It is a practical application of 
the Golden Rule. Hippocrates, the famous 
Greek physician made some direct refer- 
ences to ethics in his famous Hippocratic 
oath, written some 400 years B.C. The 
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greatest teacher of this subject of all times 
was none other than Christ himself. His 
life and His teachings are our greatest 
examples of true ethics. Truly, if you want 
the world’s best reading material on this 
subject, I refer you to the four Gospels 
of the New Testament. So, when we are 
talking about our correct relationship, be. 
tween members of the dental office per- 
sonnel and between them and the public 
as well as professional colleagues we are 
talking about professional ethics. 

It is a compliment to the profession 
of dentistry that so many fine ladies with 
such high ideals, putting service above 
self, have come to our assistance. The 
mere fact that your parent organization, 
the American Association of Dental As 
sistants has so organized and adopted 
such a splendid code of ethics in your 
By-Laws is proof of this statement. Al 
though the proposed revision of your By. 
Laws was adopted only last year, one 
would think that the D.A. to which | 
have specifically made reference had used 
your present code as a guide to her every 
day conduct. For a comparison I will quote 
the first three Sections of Article XIV 
of your By-Laws. 


Section 1. Service. The spirit of the 


Golden Rule should be the guiding prin | 


ciple of conduct for the dental assistant 
In all her contacts with the dental pro 
fession and society she should maintain 
honesty, loyalty and a desire to serve W 
the best of her ability, her employer and 
his patients. 

Section 2. Duties. The dental assistant 
should give to her employer the coopett 
tion he needs to serve his patients capably 
and efficiently. She will hold in conf 
dence the details of professional service 
rendered by her employer. She should te 
frain from performing any service fo 
patients which require the profession 
competence of the dentist, or which mij 
be prohibited by the dental practice a 
of the state in which she is employed. 

Section 3. Criticism. She should avoi 
making any disparaging remarks about 
the conduct of the profession she serve 
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or of her employer's treatment of his 
patients. 

In addition to Service and Duties, the 
section dealing with Criticism is of ut- 
most importance. More confidence has 
been lost in the practice of dentistry, more 
ill will has been brought about among 
members of the dental profession, more 
patients have been lost, and more mal- 
practice suits have been filed, due to 
Criticism, than any other one thing. 

Another section, dealing with Educa- 
tion, that was not quoted, is of utmost 
importance. It states that you have the 
obligation of increasing your skill and 
dficiency by availing yourself of edu- 
cational opportunities provided by your 
organizations. 

Yes, this code of ethics is a splendid 
guide to the every day conduct of every 
D.A. I would suggest a copy of it be 
framed and placed in a suitable place for 
frequent inspection. 

THE VALUE OF COMPLIMENTS 

I have often thought about the Com- 
pliment Club, organized by George W. 
Crane MD., Ph.D., famed psychologist of 
Northwestern University and author of 
asyndicated newspaper column. Member- 
ship in this club would not only give us 
aN Opportunity to improve our personali- 
ties but would be a splendid means of 
adding to our happiness and to the happi- 
ness of those with whom we come in con- 
uct. To be a member of this club you 
must pay an honest compliment each day 
at least three different people for thirty 
days. What greater opportunity could 
atyone have than that of a D.A. who sees 
many different people each day? Mrs. 
Jones brings a bouquet of roses from 
et garden for your reception room. She 
8a thoughtful, artistic, and observing 
person, has gone out of her way to do 
mething for you. An appropriate com- 
pliment from you would make two peo- 
le happy. Mr. Brown arriving with the 
big cigar with the powerful aroma asks 
lta place to dispose of it because he 
lidn't want the objectionable odor in the 
iifice. Surely a compliment could not be 
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overlooked here. Mrs. Lutes displayed that 
excellent and almost unusual good sense 
when she asked you to take little Willie 
into the operating room without her, be- 
cause she knew it would be better that 
way. What a shame to take her good 
judgment for granted. Mr. Doe is always 
on time for his appointments and Mrs. 
Doe has the nicest speaking voice over 
the phone, and she always gets right to 
the point, realizing that your time is val- 
uable. We do appreciate this and surely 
we want them to know it. Yes, opportuni- 
ties for genuine and honest compliments 
present themselves in the dental office 
many times daily. To take advantage of 
them is not asking too much of anyone, 
it is gratifying to the recipient, and it is 
another small but compensating experi- 
ence. Everyone appreciates an honest com- 
pliment. 

The most worthwhile and satisfying 
compliment that can come to us is from 
ourselves. There are many opportunities 
and sometimes temptations to do or say 
things that only ourselves will be the 
wiser. If we can say to ourselves that we 
have done our best and have shunned this 
temptation, this compliment is truly gen- 
uine. The thought that I am trying to ex- 
press has been so well done by Dale Wim- 
bro who wrote, 


“THE GUY IN THE GLASS”

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HANDS

We often take for granted the things 
that are of the most value to us. It has 
been said, “Familiarity breeds contempt.” 
It could also be said just as truly that 
“Familiarity breeds indifference.” Who, 
for example, ever stops to think about 
the importance of his hands. Most of us 
take them for granted; but think how 
valuable they are to us. They are indis- 
pensable; we would be helpless without 
them. We could not dress ourselves, feed 
ourselves, or do our daily work. Hands 
give expression to the thoughts of the mind. 
Success in the realm of the cultivation of 
the soil, the building of our highways, the 
manufacturing of the articles that uphold 
our material civilization, are all the result 
of the hands working in co-ordination 
with the minds of men. Consider also 
what has been achieved in the realm of 
sculpture, painting and literature as the 
result of the artistry of men and women. 
Apart from the hand, speech is the only 
important instrument of the brain that 
distinguishes man from the lower animals. 

The way a person shakes hands with 
his fellow man also reveals character. The 
grasp of a hand may also indicate friend- 
ship and affection. 

There are three things that we may 
do with our hands. First, we may wring 
them. People under nervous tension and 
feeling a sense of futility may sit down 
and wring their hands. It has been said 
that emotional tension is the major dis- 
tase of this generation. Many medical 
authorities have stated that nearly one- 
half the beds of the hospitals of America 
ate occupied by people who have emo- 
tional and nervous disturbances. One emi- 
nent doctor has made the following esti- 
mate: one-third of all the cases in our 
hospitals are due to organic trouble; one- 
third are due to a combination of organic 
and emotional disturbances; and another 
third are due entirely to emotional upsets. 
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We are living at a rapid pace and are 
exposed to more pressures and tensions 
than the generation before us. These con- 
ditions have a very definite effect upon 
the mental and physical health of our 
people. One of the great problems which 
we face is that of mastering the emo- 
tional side of life. Books and magazine 
articles are being written in great abun- 
dance on such subjects as the following: 
“How to Obtain Peace of Mind,’ “The 
Art of Relaxation,’ “How to Overcome 
Tension,” etc. Even Satchel Paige, a Negro 
pitcher for the St. Louis Browns whose 
age is unknown, has offered six rules for 
staying young. (1) Avoid fried meats 
which angry up the blood. (2) If your 
stomach disputes you, lie down and pacify 
it with cool thoughts. (3) Keep the juices 
flowing by jangling around gently as you 
move. (4) Go very lightly on the vices, 
such as carrying on in society. The social 
ramble ain't restful. (5) Avoid running 
at all times. (6) Don’t look back. Some- 
thing might be gaining on you. 

Satchel’s advice reminds me of the ad- 
vice of a Negro woman who said, “When 
I sets, I sets loose like.’ Robert Louis 
Stevenson said the same thing in different 
words, “Sit loosely in the saddle of life.” 
Stevenson, who shook off the fell clutch 
of circumstance, became an expert in the 
art of living. 

Mary Pickford, in an article entitled 
“Why Not Try God,” stated, “I have a 
philosophy that evolved over the years. 
It has helped me through every heart- 
break and discouragement, has stood by 
me through every unhappy experience. 
What looks like the end of the road in 
our personal experience is only the turn 
in the road, the beginning of a new and 
more beautiful journey. I have always 
tried to live by that philosophy and it 
has kept me happy. You are never beaten 
unless you give up. You may have a fresh 
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start any moment you choose. This thing 
we call failure is not the falling down but 
the staying down.” Mary Pickford is a 
living example of a person who was not 
content to wring her hands in the midst 
of discouragement. 

The second thing you can do with your 
hands is to fold them. You can live a life 
of inactivity. You can live a life that has 
no altruistic purpose. In the parable of 
the good Samaritan Jesus condemned the 
priest and the Levite because they folded 
their hands when they should have used 
them in service. Someone has said that 
service is the rent we pay for the space 
we occupy. 

In the celebrated story of Rip Van 
Winkle there is an interesting sidelight. 
Rip frequented an Inn before his twenty 
years of sleep. When he awoke from this 
long nap he discovered that the name of 
George III of England had been replaced 
by the name of George Washington, the 
father of his country. Rip Van Winkle 
had slept through a revolution. We are 
living in a day of revolution which calls 
for the dedication of the hands and hearts 
and minds of men and women. 

The third thing that you may do with 
your hands is to wse them. Human life 
is like a corridor which has doors open- 
ing off into other rooms representing 
other lives. The high art of living con- 
sists in being able to open these doors

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The A.D.AA. 
Wheel of Progress 


The ADAA Central Office has been 
likened to the center of the wheel of 
progress of our association; with its offi- 
cers and members being the force of the 
axle and the means of its power to prog- 
ress; the spokes of the wheel, brightly 
illuminated and bearing the words, Effi- 
ciency—Education—Loyalty — Service, as 
a reminder of our objective. 

In reality the ADAA central office is 
comparatively new to the ADAA. For al- 
most 24 years there was a wheel of prog- 
ress in motion, but its center was not in 
the form of a central office. It was a 
wheel, nevertheless, and it turned very 
successfully with a center that was strong. 
A center that, while never intended to be 
the permanent one, worked. It worked 
because the force of its axle, its officers 
and members, was so strong that it could 
not fail. The members and officers in 








days past had such determination, such 
faith, such foresight that despite obstacles, 
and under extremely difficult conditions 
at times, they continued to move along 
toward the goal that was set for them. 
Perhaps at times it seemed the wheel 
had almost come to a stop, the driving 
force seemed to weaken, the wheel 
creaked and groaned under the load. Yet, 
thanks to our predecessors, it never 
stopped turning. 


We are thinking of the year 1927 
when Ruth F. Rogers took over as Gen- 
eral Secretary with an organization of 
some 16 societies, and 400 members, 
when a steamer trunk filled with the Sec- 
retary'’s files arrived from New York, 
and Ruth’s uncle, Mr. E. P. Kenyon, 
interested in our infant organization, 
furnished the use of his office to house 
the few Secretary's files, and furnished 
typewriters, tables, stationery and postage 
to help keep the wheel moving. Of the 
members of the Chicago Association who 
took upon themselves a part of the respon- 
sibility of the duties of the office and 
assisted with the work of packaging and 
mailing convention programs, checking 
membership lists found in trade journals 
(when there was a 33% annual change of 
names) doing whatever was necessary in 
the way of correspondence, often work- 
ing until the wee hours of the morning. 
Many other members, officers and other- 
wise, Offered their services and gave their 
time during those years to keep the wheel 
moving. Many of these same members are 
still serving capably when called upon. 

We are thinking of the eleventh annual 
meeting in St. Paul, Minnesota, in 1934 
when Lucille Hodge of Tennessee (Lucille 
Hodge Lancaster) was elected General 
Secretary, which office she held until 
1940, serving five presidents. By now 
the membership had reached 1300. At the 
end of her six years in this office it 
was over 3000. 

It was during these years that brochures 
were started. The Information Booklet of 
the ADAA, and many others are still 
followed along the same lines today. To 
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quote Lucille: “I spent 15 to 16 hou 
a week doing the routine detail work 
handling as much of the work as possible 
for we felt that only through the centr 
office idea could we expect continued 
growth of the ADAA. By necessity, the 
work of the ADAA was decentralized. 
much of it done by various committe 
chairmen and officers, but even then we 
had dreams of a central office and tried 
to centralize as much of the work s 
possible. At that time all dues were cdl. 
lected and membership cards signed and 
mailed from this office, all receipts «- 
counted for and forwarded to the Trea. 
urer, all vouchers made and signed here 
all records of the association were kept 
Registration at annual meetings was con- 
ducted by the General Secretary with the 
aid of local members, typing of the direc. 
tory and annual meeting programs wa 
done, pins ordered and distributed and 
stationery and supplies distributed. Only 
the mimeographing was done by com- 
mercial people. Hundreds of pieces of 
mail went out and hundreds of pieces 
were received annually.” 


In 1934, two steamer trunks and one 
used typewriter was the equipment owned 
by the association. That year a 4-drawet 
steel filing cabinet was purchased, and 
the management of the building, in which 
Lucille’s employer had his office, supplied 
a small storage room, gratis. In 1940, 
Lucille declined nomination for re-elec- 
tion to the office of General Secretary, 
and the title of Honorary Secretary was 
conferred upon her. Of this Lucille says, 
“I was always pleased and happy with 
the many expressions of appreciation from 
the officers and members, and I was pat 
ticularly happy to accept the title of Hor 
orary Secretary conferred on me by the 
Board of Trustees.” 


Following Lucille was another mos 


efficient member who served as Genet ; 


Secretary from 1940 to 1948. A still active 
member, whom all attending ADAA a 
nual meetings for the past 14 years have 
come to know, love, admire and respect 
Her efficiency, her broad and sound think 
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ing, her foresight, her willingness to keep 
abreast with the times, to accept changes, 
to grow and progress during those years 
she carried out all the secretarial duties 
of the organization still reflects within 
the ADAA. She is Aileen M. Ferguson 
of Jamaica Plain, Mass. 

At the beginning of her eight-year pe- 
riod as General Secretary the total mem- 
bership consisted of 144 affiliated socie- 
ties with 3146 members. Late in 1940 a 
part-time assistant was employed to work 
10 hours each week, and together with 
the General Secretary a total of 40 hours 
each week was devoted to the task of 
administering the details of the Secretary's 
office. The space to house the association's 
equipment was a room in Aileen’s home, 
which she converted into an office. At the 
end of the eight-year period the ADAA 
had grown to encompass 214 societies, 
having 5815 members. 


By this time it had become clearly 
evident that a fully employed dental as- 
sistant could no longer give sufficient time 
to conduct the business of this office, 
and in 1947 the ADAA dues were raised 
in order to finance the purchase of equip- 
ment needed to furnish a central office, 
and to pay rent for office space and the 
salary of office help. It was during Sadie 
Hadley’s year as President, and a central 
office committee was formed to work with 
the Board of Trustees on the details of 
establishing this office. 


Mrs. Mary L. Martin, who came to us 
with a background of experience in steno- 
graphic and secretarial work, was engaged 
as Executive Secretary. She assumed her 
duties on February 15, 1948, and opened 
the central office at 610 Jefferson Ave., 
la Porte, Indiana, immediately afterward. 
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And Aileen Ferguson, after giving Mrs. 
Martin a week of her time to acquaint 
het with the details of her duties as 
Executive Secretary, took her place among 
the never-to-be forgotten pioneers of the 
ADAA; the Julietta Southard’s, the Helen 
Fitting's, the Ruth Rogers's, the Lucille 
Hodges's, in fact, all the Past Presidents 
and Secretaries of the ADAA whose de- 
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termined force and willingness to serve 
kept the wheel moving in those earlier 
days. An office where the work of the 
ADAA could be centralized had been 
established, a dream of long standing was 
realized, and another milestone toward 
progress had been passed. 

This article, accompanied by pictures 
of our present employees of central of- 
fice, is being published in The Dental 
Assistant with the hope that our members 
will have a clearer picture of why, when 
and how it came into being, how it func- 
tions today, and how you can work 
through it to accomplish more effectively 
your objectives in your local and state 
organizations. 


As the ADAA has grown, more and 
more of the work, formerly done by offi- 
cers and committee chairmen, has been 
delegated to the employees in this office. 

In 1948, a Subscription Manager, who 
would take care of the journal mailing 
list, was employed on a part-time basis. 
In November, 1950, the office was moved 
to larger and more convenient quarters, 
419 First National Bank Bldg., La Porte, 
which is the present address, and again 
more equipment was added. : 

The volume of work continued to grow, 
and in keeping with progress, the asso- 
ciation’s leaders felt it wise to seek expert 
advice on streamlining the work. The re- 
sult of surveys submitted was the deci- 
sion to transfer all funds of the associa- 
tion, and the bookkeeping of same to 
this office. As in the case of the General 
Secretary, it had become evident that the 
elected Treasurer, a full-time employed 
member, could no longer carry the heavy 
load of keeping records of the finances 
of the association, and an assistant secre- 
tary was added to the staff. With all 
funds on deposit in banks in La Porte, 
and all bookkeeping of records, all finan- 
cial transactions being handled here, it 
was decided to obtain the services of 
an accounting firm. A firm in La Porte 
was employed to provide this service. 
The books are audited, accounts exam- 
ined, budgets outlined, with compari- 
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son and forecast of expenditures, monthly, 
quarterly, semi-annually and annually. 


A Budget and Finance Committee, con- 
sisting of five members, The President, 
General Secretary, Treasurer and two 
members who had served on the board, 
was appointed, and such a committee has 
been appointed annually, henceforth. It 
is the duty of this committee to supervise 
and act in an advisory capacity to the 
Treasurer, employees of central office, 
and any others handling the financial 
affairs of the association. To recommend 
proper allocation of the dues to the gen- 
eral and journal funds, and to give an- 
nual reports to the House of Delegates 
and the Board, and present to the House 
of Delegates a budget for the ensuing 
year. A central office gives solidarity to 
the association. It is a permanent point 
of contact, it provides a clearing house 
for all ADAA business, a place where all 
correspondence is received and is given 
prompt attention. 


And today this correspondence is heavy. 
It comes from our members, our com- 
ponent society officers, from anyone who 
wishes to make an inquiry about the 
organization, its work and procedure. We 
want to point out, however, that matters 
of routine only are handled here, any- 
thing that involves matters of policy 
should be referred to the Board of Trus- 
tees, the elected officers , who hand down 
decisions. The House of Delegates, ap- 
proves a By-Laws which outlines policy 
and administrative procedure. It also 
elects Officers annually who direct the 
work of the employees in central office. 
For example, the elected General Secre- 
tary supervises the secretarial work of 
the organization and delegates as many 
of her duties as she deems advisable to 
the central office. As does the Treasurer, 
who signs all checks that are paid out. 
No individual, or group, may operate 
beyond the scope of authority granted 
within the regulations set forth in the 
By-Laws. Efficient administration of the 
outlined duties is vital to the successful 
operation of the ADAA, just as is true 
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in modern business. Records should indi- 
cate if this job is being done. The offi- 
cers are responsible to the membership 
to see that it is proverly done, and within 
the scope of authority so delegated. We 
point this out to you in order that you 
will realize that our Executive Secretary 
does not have all the answers, and ask 
that you keep this in mind when you 
write a letter which involves policy. She 
must in many instances wait for a deci- 
sion from a board, which is made up of 
members scattered throughout the states 


It is difficult to fully outline and ex. 
plain the work that gocs on in central 
office. We have told you all records of 
finances are kept here, which involves 
keeping records of current expenses, allot- 
ting correct amounts to various funds, of 
which there are five, paying all current 
bills of the central office and the journal, 
officers and trustees, allotments and com- 
mittee expenses. A monthly statement 
containing budget comparison indicates 
just what is spent each month. 

All membership dues reach central of- 
fice from the state secretaries, (or treas- 
urer) and are acknowledged on a special 
form. Membership cards for members 
whose dues are transmitted, are returned 
to the Secretary with the official receipt 
Three copies of list of names and other 
data are sent with the dues. One copy 
is filed and becomes a part of the ADAA 
permanent records. One copy is turned 
over to the subscription manager, who 
checks it with her address plates, adding 
new names and making corrections (and 
marking them for date of expiration). 
The third copy is used by the Assistant 
Secretary in making index cards for mem- 
bers. The task of keeping accurate mem- 
bership records, and journal mailing list, 
is complicated by having two addresses 
for each member as well as the name of 
the dentist-employer. There are frequent 
changes in this data. The most baffling 
of all are the changes of name. Many of 
these changes are reported, but mafy 
are not. This means that there are may 
journals returned that cannot be deliv- 
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eed. Renewed members cannot always 
be identified, and there may be a break 
in their record on the index cards. IN 
REPORTING THESE CHANGES, 


ROTH NEW AND OLD NAMES, 
ADDRESSES AND EMPLOYER 
SHOULD BE GIVEN. 


Membership records of all applicants 
for Life Membership must be checked 
through the permanent file in central 
dfice. Be sure when you send in an 
plication for life membership that you 
have gathered all information about this 
member's record, when she became a 
member, her continuous record, etc., in 
oder to save an error being made in 
denying someone who is eligible this 
membership. 


Upon request, ADAA Information 
Booklets, pamphlets, and journals are 
mailed to state associations for use at 
sate meetings, and to local societies for 
we in their extension work. ADAA Ex- 
asion Study Course outlines and a bul- 
ktin “Instructions for Education Chair- 
man” prepared by the Education Com- 
mittee explaining how to organize a 
wudy course, are mailed to societies. These 
we prepared for your assistance, do not 
iesitate to ask for any number you need 
i your work. 

All brochures which have been pre- 
pred by the various committees of the 
ADAA and contain valuable information, 
ue mimeographed in central office and 
miled to the officers of state and local 
wcieties. A quantity of mimeographed 
wrk is done in central office, and is 
gadually increasing. This is due to the 
increased number of societies, and be- 
use a larger number of messages are 
“at out. A new, electrically-operated 
timeograph is now making this job 
aster. A general distribution of bulletins 
ind letters is now being made to the 
wate Secretaries (who are key people) 
Swell as to the Presidents of both state 
md local societies. This is one of the 
‘sons why an up-to-date list of officers 
‘teach and every affiliated group should 
® sent immediately following clections 
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to the central office. The ADAA Exten- 
sion Study Course has been our biggest 
educational accomplishment, and repre- 
sents many hours of work on the part 
of Education Committees of the past 
and present. The outlines of this course 
are printed and delivered to the central 
office where they are assembled in book- 
lets, stored and mailed out upon order. 
A charge of $1.00 is made for them, 
which about covers cost, plus transpor- 
tation.

A glimpse into any local or state offi- 
cer's file, at the end of her tenure of 
office, will reveal a great deal of corre- 
spondence during the year from the offi- 
cers that has been cleared through the 
central office. This clearing house for 
the ADAA, which today has 45 state 
associations, 250 local societies and 7200 
members. 

We hope through this article we have 
better acquainted you with this office 
and its function. That you will have a 
greater appreciation for the work done 
by our members in by-gone days to 
establish it, that you will be better 
acquainted with our employees, their 
duties, and the limitations of their scope 
of authority. That you will have a greater 
realization of the fact that this office is 
operated for the specific purpose of mak- 
ing your work easier, and to assist you 
in every way possible in the efficient per- 
formance of your duties as local and state 
officers. That this office belongs to every 
member of the ADAA. It is yours to use, 
but please not to abuse. By that we mean 
failing to cooperate by eliminating errors, 
sending in material incorrectly, procrasti- 
nating, by failing to read your corre- 
spondence from central office, and to use 
it correctly, failing to read the journal 
which carries announcements of changes, 
new rules and all pertinent information 
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relative to the ADAA. Your full coop. 
eration can conserve time, energy and 
money that can be put to valuable use 
in increasing the power and driving force 
of our ADAA Wheel of Progress, hasten- 
ing its journey toward the star to which 
it is hitched.
